Held After Finals Week 


Registration for the spring semester at Salinas Jun- 
ior College will be held on Monday and Tuesday, Janu- 


ary 22 and 23, following 
having last names that beging 
with the letters A to M are re- 
quested to register on Monday. 
Students whose names start with 
letters from N to Z should reg- 
ister on Tuesday. Hours for reg- 
istering will be the same both 
days, 9:00 a.m. to 12:00 noon, and 
1:00 p.m. to 4:00 p.m. 

The procedure for registering 
will be identical to the method 
used for the fall term with the 
exception that the students will 
receive the grade cards at the 
administration office before they 
commence to register. They must 
show them to their advisor upon 
registering. 

Students will receive a copy of 
registration instructions which 
will explain each step to be fol- 
lowed at each of the three sta- 
tions to be temporarily set up for 
the registration period.

Curriculum 


Several new. courses are to be 
added to the Salinas Junior Col- 
lege curriculum for the ensuing 
spring semester. 

Among the new classes that 
will appear on the schedule sheet 
will be: Business Law, Salesman- 
ship, Trigonometry, Physiology, 
Stage Design, and College Alge- 
bra. A few more new courses 
besides those listed above will 
also be added. The course sched- 
ule for the spring semester will 
contain the complete curriculums 
of the college. 

Also being arranged for the com- 
ing semester is a three-day per 
week schedule of physical edu- 
cation for the women students at 
Esjaysee. 

‘Women registering next semes- 
ter will be required to take only 
three periods of P.E. weekly in 
contrast to the present semester 
and previous years when five 
hours of the course was a requi- 
site.

Is Stressed Again © 


With finals looming in the foreground less than a 
week away note is again made that Esjaysee now re- 
quires the “C” average ruling of its students as do 


many colleges and universities 


throughout the states. 

Whether students realize it or 
not it is vital that they sustain a 
“C” average in their courses for 
the semester or they will face the 
following semester on probation. 
Pending this time a student be- 
low the designated average must 
better his grades or he will be in- 
eligible for entrance into Esjay- 
see at the opening of the new 
fall semester. The dismissal will 
be for a period of not less than 
one semester and the student can 
be admitted again only if suf- 
ficient evidence is produced to 
convince the administration of 
his willingness and ability to keep 
his scholastic record above the 
average.

Borough Attends 
Jaysee Meeting 


Representing President John B. 
Lemos at the conference of Cali- 
fornia Junior College Federation 
on the University of California 
campus on December 18 and 19 
was B. L. Borough of the junior 
college faculty. Two important 
features of the conference were 
the discussions of “credit that 
junior colleges would offer for 
military service and work” and 


“plans for the education of re- 
turning veterans.” 

Chief speaker of the event. was 
Walter F. Dexter, state superin- 
tendent of public instruction, 
whose main thesis was a_ four- 
year junior college which would 
include the junior and _ senior 
years of high school. ‘‘There was 
noticeable objection to this plan 
by several of the delegates who 
felt that too many of the upper 
high school group were emotion- 
ally immature for junior college 
work,” said Borough. 

The conference went on record 
as opposing military conscription 
but heartily recommended a vo- 
cational and military program 
combined. Several junior col- 
leges have changed their names 
to that of “City College” preced- 
ing the name of the town in 
which it was situated, it was also 
_ announced. 

City Superintendent R. D. Case 
also attended the conference with 
Borough.
